Our  plant  contains  17  ponds  and  pools  for  the 
culture  of  lilies  and  fish,  we  will  be  pleased  for 
you  to  see  these  and  select  first  hand.  The  place  is 
open  every  day  March  1st  to  November  1st,  visitors 
are  welcome. 

Nothing  in  the  garden  will  attract  so  much  attention  or  give 
as  much  pleasure  as  a  water  lily  pool. 

It  is  indeed  fascinating  to  see  these  most  beautiful  flowers 
grow  from  the  water;  flowers  that  have  all  the  shades  and  tints  of 
color  in  most  pleasing  and  perfect  combination. 

The  hardy  lilies  are  most  easily  grown  and  need  no  care  during 
winter,  beginning  to  bloom  in  April  or  May  and  will  produce  flowers 
all  summer. 

Tropical  lilies  begin  blooming  in  June  and  produce  blooms 
steadily  until  frost. 

The  lily  pool  should  be  balanced  by  having  the  right  number 
of  plants,  fish  and  snails;  also  should  be  in  full  sunshine  all  day  or 
nearly  so. 

Keep  goldfish  in  the  pool  and  there  will  be  no  mosquitoes  raised.

Plant  lotus  as  dormant  tubers  about  April  1st  being  careful 
to  not  damage  the  tender  buds  on  end  of  the  tuber,  plant  in  shallow 
water  give  plenty  of  room,  do  not  expect  blooms  the  first  season, 
fertilize  same  as  lilies,  Lotus  are  wonderful  when  well  established 
and  are  best  grown  in  separate  pools.

S)  Hardy  lilies  should  be  planted  in  rich  garden  soil,  in  boxes  y 

not  less  than  two  feet  square,  or  small  pools  may  have  bottom  covered  ^ 

^  with  soil,  let  top  of  soil  be  10  to  12  inches  below  surface  of  water, 

^  settle  plants  into  soil  with  bud  just  out,  leaves  will  soon  adjust  to 

^  deptk  of  water,  place  small  stones  or  large  gravel  over  roots  of  plant 

so  fish  cannot  dig  soil  away.  V 

^  Plant  Hardy  lilies  in  April,  May  or  anytime  in  Summer.  S' 

Tropical  lilies  are  planted  in  boxes1  as  above  about  June  1st, 

^  and  these  lilies  will  not  grow  until  settled  warm  weather.  S' 

After  Plardy  or  Tropical  lilies  have  started  growth,  remove  ^

])  HOW  TO  BUILD  A  LILY  POOL  | 

Dig  form  in  earth  about  twenty  inches  deep,  slope  sides,  tamp  jj 

J  dirt  smooth  and  hard.  Make  cement  plaster  of  one  part  cement,  five 
^  parts  sand,  four  parts  small  gravel.  Mix  dry,  add  water  to  make  soft  ^ 

J  enough  so  about  two  inches  thick  can  be  plastered  on  the  dirt  form; 

^  have  the  top  edge  level.  Twelve  hours  after  making  fill  with  water; 

J  let  soak  four  days,  remove  refill  and  soak  again  four  days ;  remove,  ^ 

refill,  and  put  in  soil,  fish,  plants  and  snails,  J 

^  Lily  pools  do  not  need  running  water.  ^
